On the 17, day of axe laſt , a Ship of the Port of 
Plimmouth , of 200. in burthen , (the name of her 
being the Elizabeth, and the owner of her is 
our Maſter Abraham Jennings, the Ship having 
binne in a Voyage to New-England, and -thence 
to Virginie , after ſome 12. Months time returned 
Laden from thence , and. making .thcir beſt ſpeed 
far their arrivall at home, they were ( on the 
day aforeſaid ) about - two.of the clocke in the 
morning, within two Leagues neere to the ' Zzz- 
zard, which is a ſmall land, a good Sea marke 
on the Weſt part of the mount 1n Cornewall. ,be- 
tween Scilly & the main, Aſulted furiouſly.by 3 Tur- 
Kiſh Pirats (or men. of war) where there, was a moſt 
Bloody and cruell bickering. The accurſed Hah. 
metans , having -gotten the winde of the Elizabeth , 
which was a great advantage for them,. their . Ad- 
mirall being in burthen 230.- Tunnes, with 22, 
Pieces of ordnance in: her. The Vice; Admiralt 
was of a greater burthen,, about zoo. Tunnes , 
with 26, Pieces of ordnance ; The Reaxc Admi- 
| rall 
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play'd' upon the miſcreants, that he k 
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Yall was in butthen 2060, Tunnes , and had bur 


$8. Pieces in her. So the Twrkes had in their three 
Ships 56zPieces of Artillerie , the number of 
their men is unknowne, | 

On the other ſide the Elizabeth had but 30.men; 
and three of that ſmall number were Paſſengers,ox ' 
(as they tearme them planters) and they had bur, 
ten Pieces of ordnance aboord., and of thoſe, 
they could make uſe of, or plye but five Gunnes, 
the Shipwas ſo peſtered with packes', and other 
carriage betiweene the Decks. The Maſter of the 
Ships name was Maſter Doves, (who: dwelt in 
Plimmouth) a Man of an excellent and- invincible 
Spirit, as the ſequell of the- fight , and his wor- 
thy life, and unfortunate death will ſhew. = 

The fight ' continued about the time bes 
tweene ſeven and _ houres , and though 
the Engliſh Ship had but 3. Pieces of ord- 
nance (that could be uſed ) yet by Gods Afſi- 
ſtance the Maſter Gunner (being a *skilfull - 
valiant and experiencd man, he 1o PFs and

 Whiden. And all -the while' that the Maſter of 


the Shippe ( Maſter Doves) moſt manfully and

moſt worthy deſerving ſervice. The Maſter til! 
chear'd them up,and told them, .thit ( by Gods 
Grace) he would not give away his ſhip and him, 
ſelfe to thoſe accurſed miſbelevers , but that he 
was reſolved with Chriſtian' courage to fight it 
out ſo long as his life laſted. ales 
_ And indeed hee was as good as his word, for 
being ſo long a time furiouſly aſſaulted with ma- 
ny Ordnance, and about 500 Enemies, and -alſo 
being three times boorded, and entred by the 
Turkes (who were alfo thrice beaten out againe) 
their ſhip being fired , and their round houſe 
burnt, their maine-ſayle was likewiſe conſumed in 
the flames , and their rigging and Cordage cut 
downe and ſpoyl'd. At lat the Mafter was flaine, 
ending his dayes Nobly , likewiſe the Maſters- 
mate , and the Pilot, and quarter-Maſter were 
kild outright, they having done: as much as men 
cauld do againſt'fo ſtrong an enemy, kept Maſter 
Doves company,both in life and death, and in hea-

Bur furely their lofle muſt needs be 
great;' forthe Maſter Gunnerwas ſo diligent , :wa- 
rieandiexpert, that it was nort'perceived that therc

There were certaine Hogges , and Porltrey, in the 
Elizabeth, And in the-heat of the fight , (the'Ship 
being. much: rent 'and rorne with the Shot of the 
enemy) the poore Swine and Pullen were Killed; 
pattly,with the Bullets,but moſt with theſhatters . 
and ſplinters of. ſhivered Planks , and timber.of 
the'Ship. Wherefore. (in. derifion and:{corne of 
the Twrkes , who doe abhorre and hold all manner 
of Swines fleſh in abhomination') The Engliſh 
marriners lifted up the Hogges, and ſhewed them 
to the Turke, [as:tt were in a-merry orecringway, 

.tO invite them #9: come abaord of their Shipto 
cate fome Porke. Thus (by the mercifull afſfiftance 
of God) this ane pvore Ship, ſo weakely man'd, 
and ſo meanely furniſhed with Artillery,or Ord- 
mancc, againſt ſo many, and fo. great a multitude, 
(as: were -3.

fort their wounded men.:, And ſome of them 
(with all ſpecd and diligence) felltco ger 
their Ropes, ry R1gging, and Sayles, whic 
were cut, broken, of and burnt in the fight , 
So that no one was Idle, every man imployed in 
doing ſomething neceſſary , that (by Gods gui- 
dancc) the Ship and goods arrived ſafe in the

ther. But if it be ask'd wherefore they doe it , 
they doe ncither know or can tell. But true Ya- 
lour indeed doth know that God hath put-an im- 
inortall (oule into a mortall body '(or tranſitory 
tenement; to inhabite therein till ſuch rime as the 
(Lord of lite) great Landlord of all things, doth 
(at his pleaſare) command the tennant forth-of 
a poore houſe of clay, to an eyerlaſting Manſton 
and perpctuall habitation of Happineſle. 
And as God delivercd the ſraelitsout of e£gype, 
moſt miraculoufly, as his Almighty power pro-
